A tour through town early in 
the morning has the visitor see- 
ing red, with the red plastic bags 
lining the curbs awaiting pickup. 

So far, however, the pickup has 
been speedy and efficient, with 
much of the community clear of 
the bag and paper-laden curb- 
sides. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said that he and local of- 
ficials were more than 
reasonably pleased with the 
program through its initial 
stages. 

For the most part, the proper 
bag was in use throughout the

Elks 
Meet 
Deadline 


The Andover Lodge of Elks is 
apparently allowed to continue in 
operations, having been able to 
meet the July 1 deadline set by 
the selectmen and board of 
health for improving the septic 
system. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that of- 
ficials of the Elks appeared 
before him Monday and stated 
they had raised sufficient funds 
to finance the installation of a 
new sanitary system at the South 
Main street lodge building. 

Austin also said the Elks of- 
ficials produced a signed con- 
tract to have the work carried 
out which will meet Board of 
Health specifications. 

Having shown their intent to 
make the necessary repairs, as 
well as meeting board of health 
stipulations for having the pre- 
sent system pumped daily these 
past few weeks, the two town 
agencies will not revoke food and 
common victualer licenses. 

The Board of Health had re- 
quested the selectmen to revoke 
the victualer license a few 
weeks ago at a public hearing. At 
the time a history of difficulties 
with the septic system was 
recited, along with contention by 
the Elks that they had been 
attempting to correct the situa- 
tion, but problems, among them 
financial, had prevented ac- 
complishment of health board 
specifications. 

A request for time to produce 
the financing for the new system 
was granted, with July 1 es- 
tablished as the date for revoca- 
tion of the licenses, if signed con- 
rata were not produced by that 

ate.

Glass bottles will be picked up 
for recycling this coming week 
on the same day as the trash. The 
glass should be separated by 
color, placed in double grocery 
bags and put at the curbside. 

All recycled items: paper, 
glass, and cans will be sold by the 
town of Andover and the profits 
deposited in the free cash ac- 
count. Money from this account 
is often used to reduce taxes. The 
metal rings around the neck of a 
bottle decreases its value great- 
ly. The metal rings must be 
removed so that the town will get 
the best possible price per ton for 
the glass. The rings are easily 
removed with a pair of scissors 
or wire clippers.

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Realigning School 


| Administration Is 


Approved By Board 


The school committee Monday 
night, with only John Wragg dis- 
senting, approved administrative 
reorganization of the school 
department. 

Major realignment involves 
elimination of the position of per- 
sonnel manager and creation of 
two assistant superintendents, 
one for secondary education, 
another for elementary schools. 

Other portions of the 
reorganization chart include 
redelegating responsibilites and 
assignment of some department 
heads to combined advisory 
positions and teaching posts. 

Committeeman Wragg was op- 
posed to the creation of a second 
assistant superintendent post. 

He felt that the plan provided 
for school principals picking up 
some of the extra work that 
belonged previously to the 
superintendent. Wragg felt the 


superintendent thus had more 
time, and could not see the need 
for a second assistant ad- 
ministrator. Such would be. the 
practice in private business, 
Wragg contended. 

Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert differed with the com- 
mitteeman, particularly on the 
point of comparing the school 
system with business or industry. 

Seifert said that the respon- 
sibilities of public school ad- 
ministration can not be aligned 
with that of industry. There is a 
great difference between 6,400 
automobiles vs. 6,400 young peo- 
ple going through 12 to 13 years of 
public education. 

The plan as proposed by Dr. 
Seifert will result in savings on 
the surface of $70,000 in the ad- 
ministrative structure. But, this 
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$931,139 Permit For 
Professional Building 


Work commenced this week on 
the new professional building at 
Haverhill and High streets. 

The building, to be occupied by 
18 physicians and surgeons offer- 
ing a range of major specialties, 
is expected to be ready for oc- 
cupancy in nine to ten months. 

A building permit for the new 
structure, for which town 
meeting rezoned the area in 
March, 1972, was obtained last 
week from Building Inspector 
Arthur Peatman. Estimated cost 
of the structure, according to the 
permit, is $931,139. 

Dr. Richard S. O’Hara, one of 
the physicians who will be 
located in the new building 
reported that actual construction 
work had been delayed tem- 
porarily until all easements had 
been cleared for the site. 


Land clearing and grading 
work began this week and i» ex- 
pected to take about a month 
before placing of foundations and 
actual construction of the 
building is underway. 

Estimates place the actual 
construction work taking about 
nine months. 

The building permit was issued

date of the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Blood Center to July 2. 

The new Red Cross Center, 
located on the ground floor annex 
of Bon Secours Hospital, 
Methuen, will not be set-up to 
process and distribute the blood 
until September. However, the 
donor room is completed and 
blood collections will be taken 
from 1 p.m. to 9 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. weekends and holidays. 

According to Richard 
Bramley, Administrator of the 
new regional blood center, the 
move to decentralize the Red 
Cross Blood Program into 
regional distribution points 
across the state is necessitated 
by the increased demand for 
blood that rises proportionately 
higher each year. He states that 
between July 1, 1972 and May 1, 
1973, the Red Cross issued to 
hospitals in the Merrimack 
Valley some 10,339 units of blood 
and blood products. 


Presently, through its Peabody - 


Regional Location, the Red Cross 
services nine hospitals in the 
Valley which include: St. John’s 
Hospital, St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
Tewksbury Hospital, Lawrence 
General, Bon Secours, Hale 
Hospital, Amesbury Hospital and 
Anna Jacques Hospital. 

When the new Merrimack 
Valley Regional Center is com- 
pleted it will serve as the central 
blood distribution point for all 
nine hospitals. It is only a short 
way off Route 495, with the most 
distant hospital only 25 minutes 
away. 

The Red Cross is urging every 
healthy individual from ages 18 
to 66 to make it their duty to join 
the Red Cross Bloodline especial- 
ly during this time of critical 
shortage. Donors and their im- 
mediate families are entitled to 
unlimited blood coverage at no 
cost for the blood for one year 
from the time of donation 
anywhere in the United States 
and Canada. 

With state headquarters at 812 
Huntington Avenue, Boston and 
regional locations in Worcester, 
Springfield, Peabody and 
Methuen, the Red Cross Blood 
Program presently supplies over 
90 percent of the hospital blood 


-needs in Massachusetts.

A resident also took issue with 
the open concept appointments 
predominating, noting that 
traditional education advocates 
are not being considered. 

When she asked about teacher 
preferences, Asst. Supperinten- 
dent Edward Regan replied that 
teachers in the system had been 
asked where they would like to 
teach and none had requested 
transfers. 

Mrs. Haslam, who will receive 
a salary of $16,548 for the year 
she replaces Earl B. Simon who 
is on leave of absence, is a 
graduate of Bridgewater State 
College and received a master’s 
degree from Northeastern. 

She has had teaching ex- 
perience in New York and New 
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Jersey schools systems as well 
as Weymouth before assignment 
since 1966 in the Chelmsford 
system. 

In another appointment Mon- 
day night, the board elected Mrs. 
Ruth Volksen as a teacher of 
grade five at Sanborn. 

She received a B.A. degree 
from the University of Wyoming 
in 1971 and had experience in 
New Mexico before becoming an 
instructional aide at Sanborn this 
past year.

will not be the overall saving. 

Due to the reassignment of 
duties, some of the ad- 
ministrative salaries will be 
allocated to teacher salaries, 
thus the approximate real saving 
in the plan for the coming year 
will be $36,000, the administrator 
noted. 

The reorganization is intended 
by the committee and the ad- 
ministration as a streamlining to 
focus responsibility and cut 
costs. 

The business manager position 
remains and will have respon- 
sibility for transportation, 
cafeteria, building and grounds, 
accounting and budgeting. 

The two assistant 
superintendents would be respon- 
sible for personnel, programs, 
financing and curriculum in the 
schools. Directly under them, 
each principal would have full 
responsibility for their building 


including professional staff, 
custodians, secretaries. 

Program directors would 
become advisors in the new 
organization and pick up teaching 
duties at least half time. 
Research activities would be 
carried on by teachers who would 
be assigned to special projects, 
half time and teach half time for 
a stipulated length of time, max- 
imum three years. 

Program advisors would in- 
clude pupil services, learning dis- 
abilities, media centers, music, 
physical education and reading. 


Program advisors’ respon- 
sibilities would include teaching 
(at least 50% of the time, a 
school committee stipulation), 
inservice training of personnel, 
curriculum development, 
assisting in personnel selection 
and goal setting, consultation on 
program and materials, and ar- 
ticulation between elementary, 
junior high and senior high 
levels. Dr. Seifert said that 
building principals, not program 
advisors, would make final 
decisions on programs in their 
buildings, but this would exclude 
the responsibilities of athletic 
direction dramatic and musical 
performances as these activities 
go beyond the scope of a puede 
building.

first day route. 

Initial response to the new 
municipal service seemed less 
than anticipated, however. 

Reason for this seemed to be 
the possibility of many persons 
being away on vacations at this 
time of year, and another many 
residents made use of the 
Chandler Road dump site last 


week as that facility phased out 
and was locked up for good Satur- 
day night. 

Particularly pleasing, the 
manager reported, was the in- 
itial response to the recycling 
program. 

The recycling portion of the 
program is completely voluntary 
and calls for residents to leave 
papers out in shopping bags 
separate from the red bags pick- 
ed up by the general contractor. 

Monday and Tuesday the 
papers were out in large numbers 
throughout the designated 
routes. Donald Craig of Andover 
is in charge of the recyclable 
pickup. 

Next week will be recycling 
week for glass, which is to be 
placed in the shopping bags, 
similar to the manner in which 
the paper was left for pickup this 
week. 

‘The manager reported there 
were a few minor problems 
which will be worked out with the 
town and the contractor. 

There were a few cut bags in 
spots around town. 

In some areas, brown plastic 
bags were placed out and were 
bypassed, since only the red ones 
will be eligible for pickup. 

Piles of brush were left in 
some spots. These too, will not be 
picked up, unless the material is 
cut up and bagged. 

Austin said that while the 
recycling program is entirely 
voluntary, it is beneficial to not 
only the homeowner, but the 
town as well. 

The resident may exercise 
some economies by reusing the 
shopping bags obtained in the 
weekly shopping trip. Separating 
the recyclable materials will per- 
mit use of the red bags which 
cost. six cents each in local 
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stores, for deposit of trash only. 

The town also benefits from 
the program, through sale of the 
material. Funds received from 
the sale to recycling centers goes 
into the town treasury. 

But, it is not compulsory to 
separate the materials. All trash 
may be deposited in the red bags 
up to a six-per-week limit. 

Due to the Wednesday holiday 
this week, the route schedule for 
pickup that day was moved 
forward to today and the Thurs- 
day route moved to Friday. 

Next week the normal four 
days schedule will be followed. 

The program was initiated 
through town meeting action 
after three attempts to obtain a 
new landfill site failed. The South 
Shore Disposal Co. was the 
successful bidder on the general 
contract. The material is being 
disposed of in Braintree. 

The town’s controversial dump 
site, went out in glory last week, 
particularly Saturday. 

On the final day, the dump 
remained open until about 8 p.m. 
to accommodate the crowd. A 
steady stream of cars visited the 
landfill site throughout the day, 
at one point long lines extending 
back as far as the West Andover 
fire station were waiting to make 
use of the landfill for the final 
time. 

By the end of the day, it was 
believed Andover must have been 
the cleanest community in the 
nation based on the amount of 
refuse deposited on Saturday 
alone. 

The site, ordered closed by the 
state, will now be finished off 
with fill material. 

It will reopen at a later date for 
the deposit of grass clippings and 
brush as well as becoming a 
storage area for recyclable 
materials.

Shortage 
Of Milk 
Predicted 


Recent developments in the 
dairy industry point to a shortage 
of milk before the year is out, ac- 
cording to a statement made 
here today by A.C. Fisher, 
general manager of Yankee 
Milk, Inc. 

Major factor in the decline in 
milk supplies, Fisher said, is the 
cost-price squeeze which is for- 
cing the sale of milk cows for 
high beef prices and an 
accelerated rate of dairy farm 
closings. Exorbitant costs for 
feed loom large in the 
dairyman’s cost problems, 
Fisher pointed out. Citing ex- 
amples of increases in feed 
grains dairy farmers buy, he said 
that since June, 1972 the price or 
corn has advanced 96 percent; 
soybeans, 357 percent; and cot- 
tonseed meal, 270 percent. 

Production in New England, he 
said, has run below the cor- 
responding month in the previous 
year for seven consecutive 
months, sometimes as much as 
four percent. Production is also

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down nationally more than one 
percent, and the USDA has revis- 
ed its production estimates for 
the year downward, he reported. 
There could be an even greater 
decline in total supplies for the 
year, unless action is taken to 
relieve the plight of milk 
producers, he indicated. 

Fisher said the New York-New 
England Dairy Cooperative Coor- 
dinating Committee’s request for 
a hearing to increase the Class 1, 
fluid milk price, was denied by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, and that this coupl- 
ed with the 60-day price freeze 
announced by President Nixon on 
June 13 could make a bad situa- 
tion disastrous to dairy farmers. 
It could also be the means for 
assuring short supplies and 
higher prices to the consumers 
for dairy products, that dairy 
leaders have predicted for later 
in the year.

History Moves 
Full Circle 


The pages of American history 
are filled with names of 
statesmen, inventors, scientists, 


and industrialists who played im- © 


portant roles in this country’s 
rapid rise from a small, insignifi- 
cant European colony to a world 
economic power. 

But the men who made it possi- 
ble will remain nameless for all 
time. They’re the American 
farmers, and you won’t find their 
names in any history books. 

Few people realize that the 
American success story stemm- 
ed from the productivity of its 
farms. Exports of agricultural 
products like cotton and tobacco 
from the southern colonies - and 
later from the young republic - 
were important in earning the 
currency \that was used to buy 
machinery -and all kinds of in- 
dustrial equipment from Europe. 
Without them, America could not 
have become the world’s most 
advanced technical economy in 
so short a time. 

History has a way of moving 

full circle, and now we are begin- 

ning to see a dawning realization 
that agriculture - once again - 
holds the key to bringing the 
American economy back into in- 
ternational prominence. 

The vast amount of petroleum 
imports which will be needed to 
meet this nation’s soaring energy 
demands will add to the already 
large deficit in our balance of 
payments. But there are strong 
indications ‘that the oil trade 
deficit can be largely offset if we 
continue to increase our 
agricultural exports. 

In recent years, agricultural 
exports have been rising steadily 
- going from $5.7 billion in fiscal 
1969 to $8.1 billion in 1972. By the 
end of this fiscal year, they are 
expected to top $11 billion. If this 
estimate is correct, then the cash 
trade surplus from our 
agricultural exports will amount 
to almost $314 billion. 

Behind all of these figures is a 
remarkable record of increased 
farming efficiency - a record un- 
matched anywhere else in the 
world or at any other time in 
history. 

In the last 20 years, output per 
man hour on American farms has 
more than tripled. Where one 
farmer in 1952 produced enough 
food and fiber to supply the needs 
of 16 persons, today he is produc- 
ing enough for 51. 

As world population grows and 
becomes more affluent, demand 
for U.S. agricultural products - 
particularly wheat, feed grains, 
soybeans, and cotton - will con- 
tinue to increase.

Exploring Your Own Back Yard 


By Polly Bradley 

There’s never a bored summer 
day if a mother knows how to use 
the outdoors. 

It’s not necessary to go to the 
beach or the forest in order to 
enjoy nature. . .a back yard ora 
city park will do as a start. 

The first thing to do is to 
observe: and that means not only 
seeing, but listening, smelling 
and touching. 

A magnifying glass makes a 
fascinating frame around any 
small flower or rock or leaf or 
spider or insect. A child who 
won't even turn around when you 
say ‘‘Look at the flower’’ will 
automatically rush to be first if a 
hand lens is placed in front of it. 

A pocket knife (safe in a

young) can help a child observe. 
One of the most interesting ex- 


periments is simply to cut open a- 


flower to see the parts inside. 
The-ovary, at the base of the 
flower, holds the eggs and is at- 
tached to the pistil, the female 
part which sticks up in the 
center. The stamens - the male 
parts which hold the pollen - are 
arranged around the pistil. 

It’s best to start with a large 
flower, like a tulip or lily, where 
the parts are obvious. A 
children’s book from the public 
library will have a detailed pic- 
ture of the parts of the flower and 
will tell in simple language how 
the flower develops into a seed. 

Flowers in different stages - 
from bud to bloom, through the 
wilting stage (while the eggs 
develop) to the matured seed - 
each tell a bit of the story of the 
flower and are interesting to 
peek inside. And seeds, of course, 
are meant to be grown, on any 
windowsill or corner of a garden. 

Then it is fun to explore other 
kinds of flowers. They all have 
the same parts - but in many 
forms, shapes, sizes and colors. 

A dandelion is actually a whole 
bouquet of flowers. Pull off the 
green bract (on the bottom of the 
flower) and dozens of little in- 
dividual flowers come apart. 
Each ‘‘petal’”’ is really a flower in 
itself, complete with ovary, pistil

Rare and unusual flowers, ex- 
pecially wildflowers, should be 
observed only with eyes and 
nose, of course. There are plenty 
of common ones to cut open and 
look into. 

Flower collections are fun to 
make, but the end result is often 
disappointing, since the delicate 
beauty is the first thing to go 
when they are pressed. Besides, 
the rarest flowers should not be 
collected. 

A fine flower collection can be 
made with drawing paper, or- 
dinary wax crayons, and black 
water color paint. Using the 
crayons, draw a large, bright pic- 
ture of the flower with its buds, 
leaves and stems. Put on plenty 
of color. If the flower is white, 
use white crayon even though it 
does not show at this stage. 

When you get back into the 
house, paint over the entire 
drawing with black water color. 
The paint will not stick to the 
crayon - and abracadabra! a 
cheerful, colorful flower, bright 
against the dark background, for 
your unfading flower collection. 

Once you and your children are 
in the-habit of observing, there is 
an unlimited frontier right in 
your own back yard.

Ladybug light 


Caps Off Busy Day 


If you see a ladybug flying 
away home late some afternoon, 
chances are she’s just put in a 
good day’s work for a farmer 
somewhere. 

She may also have done her bit 
in keeping down the price you 
pay for the food and fiber that the 
farmer produces. 

It’s really not as far-fetched as 
it sounds, because the ladybug is 
one of a growing number of in- 
sects scientists have recruited to 
help man in his continued battle 
against bugs. Ladybugs are 
known as beneficial insects 
because - - pregnant or not - - 
they have a craving for aphids, 
the voracious little pests that 
suck away millions of dollars 
worth of crop plants each year in 
the United States. 

Released in a farm field or a 
garden, ladybugs will track down 
aphids and devour them on the 
spot. Aphid-hungry ladybugs - - 
spawned for this specific purpose 
- - are currently being mass- 
produced in insect maternity 
wards and sold to farmers or gar- 
deners by the gallon. 

Army Of Insects 

Besides the ladybug, the army 
of beneficial insects includes 
more than 200 other friendly 
helpers. 

Out in California, reports the 
National Cotton Council, a tiny 
wasp with the long name of 
trichogramma is waging war on 
a dozen different pests that 
damage a variety of crops from 
cotton to corn. One firm 
produces 20 million of the wasp 
eggs each day to carry on its 
thriving mail-order bug business. 

Over 125,000 eggs are attached 
to a single card that’s mailed in 
an envelope to farmers ordering 
them. Farmers cut the cards into 
one-inch squares and distribute 
them in their pest-ridden crops. 
A week later, the wasps start 
hatching and going about their 
business of bringing the bad bugs 
under control. 

Using good bugs to fight bad 
ones isn’t a new idea. As a 
matter of fact, an Australian 
relative of the American ladybug 
was this country’s first heroine in 
the bug vs. bug battle. 

Vedalia Bettle 

Known as the vedalia beetle, 
she was imported back in the 
1880’s to fight the cotton cushiony 
scale, a pest that had invaded 


- California citrus groves. The 


lady beetle from Down Under did 
her work so well that the scale 
pest was brought under control in 
a year’s time. 

Since then, control of more 
than 200 pests has been 
attempted through this method. 
Complete control was reported in 
70 cases, and partial success in 
more than half the remainder. 
Most impressive results were 
recorded in suppressing insect 
pests on alfalfa, olives, walnuts, 
grapes, and citrus. 

New interest in beneficial in- 
sects has been stimulated by im- 
provements in techniques for 
breeding and producing them, as 
well as environmental concerns. 

Another factor is the growing 
resistance pests have developed 
for the chemicals man has devis- 
ed to control them. It’s estimated 
that some 230 species have 
already become immune to at 
least one insecticide, and scien- 
tists believe it’s only a matter of 
time before others follow. 

While control of pests by 
beneficial insects is a com- 
plicated procedure, it is playing 


an important role in new 
programs of integrated control. 
This mixed bag of tools combines 
beneficial insects with the use of 
chemical insecticides at 
prescribed periods, and the in- 
troduction of insect-resistant 
plant varieties. 

Through this program, farmers 
more and more are basing insect 
treatments on actual field con- 
ditions - - monitoring the level of 
both good and bad insects in the 
field and then applying insec- 
ticides on the basis of actual 
need. 

Integrated control methods 
have been used successfully in 
some areas of the country on 
peanuts, grain sorghum, certain 
fruit crops, and to a limited 
degree on cottom. 

They’re another indication that 
American farmers are doing 
their part to insure an abundant 
supply of food and natural fiber 
at reasonable prices. 


Trooper 
Mahoney 
Commended 


Public Safety Commissioner 
John F. Kehoe, Jr., during the 
graduation ceremonies of the 
57th. Training Troop of the 
Massachusetts State Police on 
Saturday, June 30, 1973, awarded 
Trooper Edward A. Mahoney, 41 
of North Andover, the 
Massachusetts State Police 
Medal of Merit for his heroic ac- 
tion. 

On April 13, 1973, at 7:15 p.m., 
Trooper Mahoney responded to a 
motor vehicle accident on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike in 
Southboro. When he arrived at 
the scene, he observed a car in 
the median burning profusely, 
with the form of a person visible 
within the smoke and flames. 
With complete disregard for his 
own personal safety, he hurdled 
the guardrail and attempted to 
drag the person free of the vehi- 
cle, but was unsuccessful 
because of the intense heat. 
Trooper Mahoney made two 
more attempts to reach the vic- 
tim, and was again beaten back 
the flames. On the fourth 
attempt, after donning gloves 
and turning up the collar of his 
patrol jacket, he backed into the 
fire, grasped the victim’s ankles, 
and dragged the body away from 
the holocaust. 

During the entire period, 
Mahoney’s request for bystander 
assistance fell on deaf ears, 
although one person repeatedly 
beat out flaming sparks on his 
patrol jacket. Later observation 
revealed that the jacket was 
burned, his cross strap charred, 
and his hands blackened. 

In recognition of his courage, 
devotion to duty, and heroism in 
the face of adversity Trooper 
Edward A. Mahoney of Troop E, 
Massachusetts Turnpike was 
commended in Departmental 
Orders and granted five ad- 
ditional days off by Com- 
missioner Kehoe.

Mr. Brucker says the waning 
number of U.S. dailies has 
replaced the many-small-paper 
“self-correcting journalism’ of 
the 18th Century. Polls show, he 
says, that only one of three 
Americans believe what they 
read in their newspapers. 

“Press council backers have 
more faith in their profession 
than opponents do,’’ he believes, 
asserting that the press has 
nothing to worry about from out- 
side critics and hoping that the 
National Press Council will 
“substitute facts for fear’’ 
among council foes. 

Mr. Winship, though, thinks the 
last thing the press needs these 
days is more ‘‘stultifying in- 
quiry.”’ 

“Tm tired of being talked to 
about accountability,’ he says. 
‘“‘We have cold cash accoun- 
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He fears that a press council 
would inhibit editors from taking 
chances, something he deems 
necessary to good journalism. 
His paper, prints self-criticism of 
its own stories, runs corrections 
prominently and meets regularly 


. with community groups irate 


about one story or another. 

“A paper’s best critic is the 
reader,’’ Mr. Winship is con- 
vinced. ‘‘Don’t let artificial press 
council gimmacks get in 
between. The press has been 
bloodied by police and govern- 
ment, and the council would have 


performance.”’ 

Mr. Paine says he already has 
a press council - - his thousands 
of readers. 

‘‘All publishers’ eyes aren’t on 
the bottom line of the balance 
sheet,’’ he declares. ‘‘We’re very 
concerned about quality. We 
need to talk more among 
ourselves, but not externally.”’ 

Mr. Canham, though, is con- 
vinced that ‘‘the press is in trou- 
ble - - not financially, but it’s ina 
crisis of confidence.” 

It’s vital, he feels, that the 
public better understand the 
press, and he thinks a council 
would help by opening up strong 
channels of communications that 
would‘“‘needle us to do the job 
better.”’ 

“While we’re saving the nation 
from the dangers of the most 
authoritarian government in our 
history,’’ he says, ‘“‘we need a 
mechanism for coping with 
grievances. A council could 
answer the real ones and dis- 
sipate the fancied ones.”’ 


Water Of 
The 


Everglades 


By Polly Bradley 


For years I’ve been reading 
about the Everglades and saying, 
‘Save the alligators.’’ And I’ve 
taken pride in the fact that 
Massachusetts Audubon was 
founded first of all to save the ex- 
otic plume birds, a campaign 
which led not only to protection 
for the birds, but also to the 
protection of their habitat, the 
Everglades. 

But I'd never actually been 
there. My mental picture was a 
vague composite of all the photos 
I’d ever seen, of the sawgrass 
waving in water as far as the eye 
could see, of egrets, herons, 
ibises and spoonbills, and of 
alligators, always alligators. 

Then in April I finally had a 
chance to go see the Everglades 
for myself. I suppose I should 
have expected the surprise I got, 
because I’d heard about ’gator 
hoies and the wildlife con- 
gregating in the wet spots durin 
dry season. But somehow I stil 
expected. to see something alon 
the line of what we Yankees cal 
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the same chilling effect on our 


a marsh - - marsh after the spr- 
ing rains. 
But April, as any Floridian 
knows, is the end of the dry 
season. As far as the eye can see, 
there is sawgrass standing on dry 
land. There are lakes, ‘gator 
holes, and sloughs (the 
Everglades equivalent of 
brooks), and there is plenty of 
water on the coast where the 
tides come in and out of the 
mangrove sqamps, but inland it’s 
amazingly dry...in April. 

Suddenly the dangers I’d read 
about, of Everglades National 
Park getting its water supply 
cut off, seemed very real and im- 
minent. The Park depends for its 
water et ae upon Lake 
Okeechobee to the north and Big 
Cypress Swamp, through which 
the waters of the wet season flow 
like a river, shallow and flat and 
many miles wide, to the sea. 

It the proposed new Miami air- 
port ever got built just north of 
the Park, it would be just like an 
enormous dam keeping the 
waters of north Florida away 
from the Park. A few seasons of 
dryness, and Everglades 
National Park would have dis- 
appeared in all but name. 

A compromise location had 
been selected for the Miami air- 
port and approved by all concern- 
ed, including environmentalists, 
but now the Dade County of- 
ficials have turned thumbs down 
on that site. Is the old proposal 
for an ‘‘Everglades jetport’’ go- 
ing to be revived? - 

It is hard t. imagine that 
Miami would approve such a site 
when its water supply also 
depends on the fresh Everglades 
water that prevents salt water in- 
trusion into the porous limestone 
that underlies southern Florida. 
However, short-term economic 
profit frequently seems to out- 
weigh such ‘‘long-term’’ matters 
as how pecnls are going to get a 
drink of water in ten years. 
Fortunately the state of 
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Florida has just pledged $40 
million towards buying 522,000 
acres of Big Cypress Swamp, the 
area just north of Everglades 
National Park. This area, from 
which the Park gets 55 to 60 per 
cent of its water supply, has been 
subject to tremendous pressure 
for drainage and development, 
and it is urgent that it be 
protected if the Park is to sur- 
vive.

In 1972 nationwide, the Coast 
Guard reports, there were 3,94 
boating accidents accounting for 
1,437 deaths, 829 injuries and 
more than $7 million in property 
damage. In Massachusetts, there 
were 57 reported accidents in- 
volving 20 deaths, 23 injuries and 
more than $190, 000 in property 
damage. 

Don’t say “it can’t happen to 
me”’ and ignore standard safety 
procedures. 

Statistics show that more 
boating accidents occur on Satur: 
days and Sundays during the 
month of July, and between the 
hours of 2 p.m. and 4 p.m., when 
a maximum number of boats are 
on the water. 

Operators and their faulty 
handling of boats were blamed 
for 836, or more than 58 percent, 
of last year’s fatalities 
nationwide. 

The chief faults of the operator 
were listed by the Coast Guard a3 
improper loading and 
overloading of the boat, dis. 
regard of weather warnings, and 
proceeding in an unseaworthy 
craft. 

Fire and explosion - - resulting 
in $720,000 in property damage -- 
again were usually caused by an 


operator’s improper installation 
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or maintenance of engine or 
equipment, disobedience of safe 
fueling practices and lack of 
operating experience. 

Just plain bad judgment - - 
operating in waters which exceed 
the limits of the craft, the 
operator’s training or ex- 
perience, or without the usual 
mandatory lookout when towing 
a water skier - - was one of the 
largest contributors to death and 
injury on the nation’s waterways. 

These grim facts and static- 
tics, should be enough to en- 
courage boating enthusiasts to be 
both safety-conscious and 
insurance-minded. 

Boating is fast becoming 
summer’s premier pastime. 
Some 9.5 million pleasure craft 
are now afloat. Because 
marinas, boatyards and yacht 
clubs - - numbering only 5,900 - - 
have not kept up with this 
growth, boat jams have become 
common occurrences. 

Get proper instruction before 
weighing anchor. Motorboat 
owners may have their craft in- 
spected for safety and review 
standard operating procedures 
with the assistance of the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary, a volunteer, 
non-military organization 
created by Congress to promote 
safety in recreational boating. 

The 1971 Boat Safety Act - - 
which established new 
regulations for boat construction 
-- also requires rowboats, canoes 
and sailboats to carry lifesaving 
devices. Obey these rules!

Wise Decision 


Implementation of an alternate education program in 
the public schools, as proposed by a group of local 
residents, has been shelved for the time being by the 
school committee and administration. 

The postponement of implementation of any such 
program is a wise move on the part of the school ad- 
ministration. 

Initiation of an alternate education program would 
result in yet another type of schooling for the youngsters 
of the community, whether the proposed program was to 
be a model one or not. 

High in consideration against implementation of such a 
program was budget considerations. Others included 
faculty involvement with the program and reasonable 
control by the public school officials. 

Budget consideration should have been sufficient. 

Annually school costs rise and show no indications of 
reversing the trend. 

To initiate a new program, beneficial to but a few of 
the community, seems quite out of step with current 
economic considerations. 

As for control, we hope it would be understood that 
faculty and administration involvement would be a top 
priority in any new programs. 

Suffice it to say there is sufficient confusion in the 
already existing public school program to warrant ad- 
ministration and faculty attention without assuming new 
fields to conquer. 

The public education system can not hope to meet the 
myriad of desires of the people it strives to serve. But, 
for many, many years it has been doing a commendable 
job, even if controversial at times, in preparing young 
people for the challenges that lie ahead. 

Alternatives still exist in the private educational sec- 
tor, which can better meet the demands of.a few; while 
the public education system must continue to meet its 
obligation serving the majority.

Beacon Hill Observations 


By Bill Kirtz 


The nation’s most famed in- 
vestigative reporter says his 
sources confirm John Dean’s 
side of the Watergate case, 
thinks the scandal reflects only 
on the President and his men and 
on neither political party and 
condemns Mr. Nixon’s efforts to 
muzzle the press as ‘‘police 
state’’ actions. 

Jack Anderson, who last year 
won a Pulitzer Prize for his dis- 
closures of American interven- 
tion in the Indian-Pakistani con- 
flict, believe it’s more important 
to tell the American people in 
Senate hearings about the scan- 


in jail: ‘‘Let’s get the story out; 
you couldn’t get it all out in 
court.’’ 

Mr. Anderson condemns Mr. 
Dean, whose testimony last week 
directly linked Mr. Nixon with 
the scandal, as ‘“‘the sort of man 
who’ll do almost anything to ad- 
vance his own cause.”’ 

But at all points he’s been able 
to check out, he says, Mr. Dean 
has been “‘absolutely truthful.’”’ 

The White House has launched 
a massivecampaignto prove that 
Nixon doesn’t know what’s going 
on in the White House, he says. 
“But I believe Dean.”’ 

Young people across the coun- 
try are losing faith in America 
because of Watergate he thinks, 
calling this the worst crime of 
all. But he doesn’t link the scan- 
dal to ‘‘politics.”’ 

“This isn’t politics - - since I 
started looking under rugs,”’ he 
says. ‘‘There’s never been a 
scandal like this one. The 
Democrats did nothing like it, 
and neither did the Republicans. 
This is the men about Richard 
Nixon.” 

Despite having printed several 
scoops on the Watergate affair, 
he feels he muffed chances to 
have broken the story earlier and 
perhaps have influenced the 
course of the 1972 presidential 
elections. 

In April, 1972, he says, a 
reliable source told him the 
White House was buying electri- 
cal equipment to use in bugging 
the Democrats at their national 
convention. 

“IT had two months to work on 
that,’’ he says, ‘‘and I might have 
broken the story - - if I was the 
reporter I’m supposed to be.”’ 

He knew many of the people he 
calls the Water-buggers from 
their Cuban revolutionary days. 
In fact, he says, he saw three of 
them only hours before the night- 
time visit which ended in their 
arrest at the Watergate. 

After the break-in, Howard 
Hunt managed to get eight car- 
tons of documents out of the 
White House and hide them at a 
friend’s house. Through the 
friend’s lawyer, Mr. Anderson 
pushed for a look at the papers. 

But just 24 hours before the 
columnist could get his hands on 
the cartons - - in August, 1972 - - 
Mr. Hunt removed them. 

“T can’t help wondering if the 
election results would have been 
the same if I had had a look,’’ Mr. 
Anderson muses. ‘‘It’s the little 
things that change history.” 

Mr. Anderson has nothing but 
scorn for those who blame the 
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the national spotlight. 

“There are many ostriches 

who blame us,”’’ he says, ‘‘but the 
press didn’t break and enter, tap 
phones, make bribes and the rest 
of it. - 
“If you have cancer, it’s un- 
pleasant but you’re better off 
knowing about it than not. 
Watergate is a cancer. The 
Senate hearings are laying out 
the facts - - then will come 
reforms and it will be a better 
country.”’ 


The columnist, according to a 
memorandum Mr. Dean says he 
got from former Nixon aide 
Charles Colson, came in for some 


special White: House attention. 

The memo alleges that Mr. 
Anderson was paid to write ar- 
ticles favorable to both the 
Batista and the Castro regimes in 
Cuba and indicates that disclos- 
ing that would destroy the 
writer’s credibility. 

Mr. Anderson, however, seems 
well able to take care of himself. 

“President Nixon told the 
press to continue to give him 
hell,’’ he says, ‘‘and I’m going to 
accept that invitation.”

American farms are now 
operating closer to capacity than 
a any time since the Korean 
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Ballardvale History 

By now it is a widely-known 
fact that this is the library’s 
centennial year, but did you know 
that our Ballardvale branch is 
sixty years old this year? 

The first library in Ballardvale 
was the private collection of mill 
proprietor J. Putnam Bradley 
who opened his library in the 
Mansion House on Andover 
Street to the residents of Ballard- 
vale in 1878. On May 6, 1913 the 
Ballardvale branch of Memorial 
Hall Library was officially open- 
ed in the “Old Schoolhouse’’ on 
Center Street. The Andover 
TOWNSMAN of May 2, 1913 an- 
nounced the opening of the 
branch and remarked that,. at 
great expense, the old room was 
painted and plastered for the oc- 
casion. To this day it retains the 
quaint charm of the early part of 
the century and one can still pic- 
ture the pot-bellied stove that 
was the only source of heat for 
years. 

Originally started as a book ex- 
change, it was not until some 
years later that money was 
allotted for furniture (books, of 
course, were the first priority) 
and the Old Schoolhouse became 
a reading room. The 
TOWNSMAN article outlined 
some strict rules of the time - no 
one under ten years old could use 
the library and the ‘younger 
borrowers” must be especially 
quiet and careful. 

Seven hundred volumes were 
put in the library as a starter; 
this has now been increased to 
5700, still in the same size room. 
Despite the enormous increase in 
volumes, each of the six 
librarians since Miss Byington 
has managed to create a homey 
comfortable atmosphere in this 
room. Over the years such events 
as morning book talks over a cup 


of tea for the Ballardvale women |

popular address for Ballardvale 
residents.

ed for years to preserve the 
historic area was our guide. 
First, the land of. 1000 years 
deserves such a title because 
Shakers believed that anything 
worth doing was worthy of being 
done correctly. It was their at- 
titude that anything they built 
should be so constructed that it 
might last 1000 years, It is an at- 
titude that must seem stranger to 
today’s American than the 
Shakers’ strict celibacy. 


On their dancing ground the 
Shakers built a fence. Since fence 
posts sunk into earth are most 
unlikely to last 1000 years, the 
Shakers buried boulders in the 
soil, countersunk iron straps into 
the boulders, and attached fence 
posts to the irons just above 
ground level. That’s the sort of 
thoroughness that went into 
almost everything Shakers did. 
The boulders, iron straps and a 
few of the fence posts still exist, 
despite a vandalistic attitude 
that has prevailed in regard to 
Shaker accomplishments.

is something else. 

When one centers attention 
upon it, without it being present, 
the natural assumption is that it 
must be a gigantic and im- 
pressive plant. Somewhat 
similar to a wisteria that has 
engulfed a house and threatens to 
pull it down. 

Unfortunately, one might ac- 
cidentally step on the one- 
flowered wintergreen without 
realizing what havoc he had 
wrought. It is less impressive 
than a Dutch white clover plant. 
But it is far from common. 

The small clump we found 
clung to a steep slope of holy hill. 
Field books will tell one that the 
blossom looks like a tiny pyrola 
but is only five inches high. In 
this case, the book exaggerated. 
These one-flowered wintergreen 
blossoms were fewer than three 
inches high. 

Neil Jorgensen, another Har- 
vard resident and author of A 
Guide to New England’s 
Landscape, was along on the trip 
sponsored by the New England 
Wild Flower Society. He dis- 
covered an orchid on a lower 
slope of holy hill that surely must 
have been the rare Hooker’s 
orchis. Its two huge leaves lay as 
flat as saucers, both much too 
large and blunt for even the large 
twayblade. Its buds remained un- 
opened on a large staff typical of 
the fringed orchids. 

There is a disadvantage in 
roaming the woods of the Har- 
vard - Littleton area. For in- 
stance, one acquires there the

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feeling that rattlesnaké-plantain 
may be as common as wood 
asters. The misnamed plant 
associates neither with 
rattlesnakes nor plantain. It is an 
orchid with most unusual leaves - 
- dark green laced with an in- 
tricate pattern of white. While 
not in bloom, many plants were 
evident. 

The unusual’ aspect of a plant 
like the one-flowered 
wintergreen - - to return to the 
flower which opened the disser- 
tation - - is not its rareness. It is 
the wonder that a plant that oc- 
curs so infrequently in th- 
landscape manages to maintain 
itself as a thriving species. How 
does a plant that occurs only here 
and there - - often miles between 
insignificant patches - - manage 
to get from here to there? 


Cronin Files 


Parochial Aid| 


Amendment 


Congressman Paul Cronin (R- 
Mass) expressed ‘‘deep distress’ 
over the decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court to rule as un- 
constitutional tuition reim- 
bursements and tax deductions 
for the parents of children atten- 
ding parochial and other non- 
public schools. He introduced a 
Constitutional Amendment to 
nullify the Court’s ruling. 

The Cronin amendment would 
also apply to all decisions of the 
Supreme Court. It would provide 
that a three-fourths majority 


vote of Congress would have the 
effect of overriding Court 
rulings. 

The Supreme Court, in a 6-3 
decision on Monday, held that tax 
assistance to private schools 
would violate the First 
Amendment’s ban on State aid to 
religious institutions. 

Congressman Cronin stated: 

“The decision of the Supreme 
Court with regard to aid to 
parents with children in 
parochial and private institutions 
represents a disappointing dis- 
regard of reality. In many com- 
munities, the number of children 
attending parochial schools ex- 
ceeds the number of children 
attending public schools. Yet 
these private institutions do not 
receive many of the benefits af- 
forded the public school system. 
The financial strain that parents 
with children in private elemen- 
tary and secondary schools must 
bear is frequently severe.”’ 
“Tf these private educational 
institutions are forced to close 
because of financial difficulties,”’ 
Cronin continued, ‘‘and ad- 
ditional public facilities have to 
be constructed, the resulting 
burden on the individual tax- 
payer will be incredibly severe. 
The tax rates, particularly in our 
urban areas, could easily in- 
crease 25% overnight. The 
Supreme Court has increased the 
chances of this happening in the 
future.”’ 

Cronin had introduced legisla- 
tion in the House of Represen- 
tatives several months ago to 
provide income tax deductions 
for tuition paid to private 
educational institutions.

this week. 

Still awaited by town officials 
is the outcome of the town’s 
proposal to Willand Associates, 
or IGA for the installation of 
utilities. 

A week ago the selectmen 
agreed that the town would put in 
the sewer and water lines, with 
the developers, or the company 
picking up $75,000 of the cost. 

Town meeting in March ap- 
propriated $90,000 for the work. 

The selectmen, town manager 
and representatives of. Willand 
Associates have been meeting on 
the matter for some time work- 
ing out financial arrangements 
for the utility extensions to the 
site. 

The final offer agreed upon by 
the selectmen a week ago was 
that the town would install the 
water line for $45,000 and the 
sewer line for $30,000 the cost to 
be borne by the developer in lieu 
of betterment assessments. 

The town manager was 
authorized to set up a timetable 
for installation of the utilities, 
once the costs were agreed upon. 


Director of Public Works es- 
timates that actual construction 
work would take approximately 
four months, 

The action of the Wilmington 
town meeting last week now 
creates a larger industrial area 
between the two towns, with 
better access from the 
Wilmington road. 

Prior to the session, a sliver of 
land remained in residential 
classification.

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program administered in May of 
this year, using Standard 
Achievement Tests (SAT) based 
on 1964 norms provided the 
school system with areas where 
attention could be given to 
youngsters with specific needs, 
within the public school 
program. 

In explaining the test results to 
the committee members, Dr. 
Seifert said they showed that 
problems exist at the secondary 
level in the area of materials, 
such as reading. 

He expressed concern about 
the range of those from the mean 
average, especially those below 
the median level. 

He felt the system should give 
proper attention to those in need 
in this category. 

It was during the discussion of 
test results and the establish- 
ment of priorites that the 
superintendent commented that 
the public school system was not 
prepared to handle a ‘‘free 
school,’’ or a military school, and 
those so desirous of such would 
have to look into private in- 
stitutions. 

The comment brought com- 
plete agreement from the com- 
mittee. 

At its meeting a week ago, the 
school committee heard Assis- 
tant Superintendent Edward 
Regan report that implementa- 


tion of an alternative education’ 


program for the public schools 
could not be implemented in 
September. 


Several parents had hoped for 
initiation of such a program us- 
ing the public school buildings. 
Regan advised that budgetary 
considerations as well as faculty 
involvement in the program 
precluded consideration of such a 
program at this time.
